Bill -- I travel frequently to Poland (Warsaw mostly) on business and carry 


in (and then out) a lot of industrial gear checked as baggage and packed in 
commercial carrying cases. I have never been stopped by the customs people 
or even been asked "What is all that stuff?". I just fill out the Nothing 
to Declare form and wander through the Nothing to Declare line and that's 
that. The gear is not for resale in Poland -- just demonstration equipment. 


I would suggest that your friend just pack his gear in a sturdy cardboard 
box and check it as normal baggage. Be ready to explain that it is for 

personal use only and not for resale and that it will soon be taken back 
out of the country. His Polish ham ticket should be a help I would think. 


However, I would recommend that he contact the Polish Embassy in 
Washington, DC to get an Official Read of whatever regulations exist for 
the (temporary?) importation of amateur gear. 


However -- a caveat -- some Poles that I know are not all that anxious to 
be friendly to Russians and so if your friend is traveling on a Russian 
passport, that may be an invitation for more detailed scrutiny of his 


baggage by Customs -- a fact of life. I speak broken Russian (three years 
of Russian Studies at university years ago and then some other things) and 
learned that many Poles are not all that friendly to Russian speakers (I 
know only one word of Polish -- "Tak" meaning "Yes" and almost all educated 
Poles speak fluent Russian so it comes in handy occasionally). Therefore, I 
would suggest that he have all his papers in order.

I agree with Bobbi, you need to put on a coat or two of good paint. Rust 
is mean stuff, it absorbs and retains moisture. The more gas porosity a 
paint suffers from the easier it is for the rust underneath to "pull" in 
moisture and continue the rusting away of the steel. Paints that contain 
certain oils are better at slowing down the process and will delay the 
appearance of new rust. The Rust-O-Leum designed for painting over rust 
contains fish oil or some such that resists transportimg moisture to the 
metal. Good paint ain't cheap so consider what your time is worth before 
planning how long it will be before you will have to paint again.

Arden and group, 


As to your earlier question, you are comparing apples and oranges (actually 
DSB versus SSB reception). I would tend to agree with all of your 
statements below except for the need for any carrier at all with 
synchronous detection of DSB. 


>OK, I conclude that heterodyne reception of a DSB signal 
>requires a correctly xphase*x locked carrier reinsertion; you 
>would have to have at least partial carrier to do that. 


This is what the Squaring Loop or the Costas Loop does. It regenerates the 
carrier from redundant information in the sidebands. No actual carrier is 
needs to be transmitted. 


>SSB with partial carrier is not phase critical, only frequncy 
>critical so synchronous detection would guarantee absolute 
>restoration of music pitch. 


But note some carrier would HAVE to be supplied to synchronize on. 
Alternately, you might transmit a pilot tone as amplitude compandored SSB 
does to provide an alternate signal to phase-lock too. The ear is pretty 
sensitive to slight mistuning in music, while voice is understandble with 
large pitch errors (+/- 50 Hz is generally quite understandable with 
voice). 


>SSB without carrier requires quartz stability and fine 
>incremental tuning but does not gurantee absolute pitch. If I'm 
>missing the boat on something I hope ?someone will jump in with 
>the critical missing information. 


This is the normal situation for amateur voice communications. 


After all of this, you might ask why go to the bother of DSB with 
synchronous detection? Circuit complexity is very high in the receiver and 
you lose half your transmitter power in the other sideband... 


The answer is that DSB sends redundant information. With proper 
demodulation, interference in one sideband that is not identical to the 
interference in the other sideband is eliminated. Noise is not correlated 
between the sidebands so the DSB will have a signal-to-noise ratio 
advantage too. 


The other advantage of DSB gets much more involved in Fourier Series and 
such to explain, but it involves the wave shape of the modulating waveform. 
With SSB, the transmitter must be rated to handle the peak power, but the 
average power is always much smaller. Without processing, the ratio can be 
anywhere from 2 to 20. If you use DSB to transmit a single tone, it has a 
3 dB disadvantage over SSB. But in the worst case of trying to transmit a 
square wave of 100 Hz with a passband of 3 kHz (fundamental and 13 odd 
harmonics), the DSB signal will have a 6.5 dB advantage over SSB. 

Obviously speech does not place as severe constraints on the system as does 
a square wave, but the peak to average ratio in voice does make a big 
difference. This is the reason that simple audio speech clippers, as used 
with AM for years, can work effectively with DSB. They do not work for SSB 
with heavy clipping. SSB requires RF clipping at the cost of additional 
sideband filters and considerably more complex circuits. (*) 


Finally DSB requires a very low complexity transmitter. Many CW and AM 
rigs are modified for DSB quite easily. And you still get the power 
savings over AM by not transmitting the carrier. 


So there are advantages and disadvantages of both DSB and SSB. With 
spectrum being scarce these days, SSB uses less bandwidth. But DSB 
reception with the proper detector can give you some rewards for ths extra 
bandwidth. For ham use, SSB is generally the winner. For Hi-Fi broadcast, 
DSB or SSB with pilot carrier might be preferred.

My interests are more along the lines of our BA interests, i.e., operating 
AM rigs and SWLing. In both cases synchronous detection remedies the 
problem of AM carrier fade distortion with fairly simple add-ons to a 
receiver. I was never concerned with what has to be done at the 
transmitter end. I leave that to the megalithic corporation engineers to 
work out. 


> This is what the Squaring Loop or the Costas Loop does. It regenerates 
the 

> carrier from redundant information in the sidebands. No actual carrier 
is 

> needs to be transmitted. 


I don't know if any, let alone a little, DSB suppressed carrier activity 
exists on the ham bands. If it does it is probably where bandwidth is not 
contested (VHF, UHF?) and is received with an ordinary BFO or product 
detector with or without sideband rejection filtering. Hams don't get to 
transmit music so a complex Costas loop in a commercial receiver would be 
out of the question. SWBC stations, with the exception of the few SSB 
outlets, are nowadays both SSB with full carrier as well as DSB with full 
carrier. I don't think SSB has yet been understood by the lay shortwave 
listener, they just turn on the radio and tune in the station. Passive 
(automatic) synchronous detection could work well especially with PLL tuned 
receivers but how many consumer SW receivers are being made with it these 
days? My Grundig Yacht Boy 400 should have it but doesn't. 


> After all of this, you might ask why go to the bother of DSB with 

> synchronous detection? Circuit complexity is very high in the receiver 
and 

> you lose half your transmitter power in the other sideband... 


As I previously stated, it prevents carrier fade distortion, the most 
egregious problem with ionospheric AM reception. And it's not much more 
complex than an ordinary SSB receiver, economical to provide even ina 
conumer SW receiver these days with application specific IC's.

Frank Jones, W6AJF, can again rest in peace. 


When recently I directed the curious to a picture of an elder Frank in 
his station (CQ, Nov., 1959 p 113.) the naysayers fixated not on the 
racks of homebuilt gear, but on an unidentified piece of military, placed 
high like some sort of icon, in the shack of the Guru of Home Brew. 


"Say it ain't true, Frank," I cried as I searched my neighborhood for 
an entrance to the sewers of Dallas so I might spend my remaining years 
(months?) fleeing from the unseen foe of irony. But instead, I found a 
copy of CQ for June, 1947. Now it can be told. 


Frank did buy the thing, which is a BC-224, but not to use. It isa 
means to his end of prolific post war publishing. He used it to fuel his

31. Wonderfully complex with a Velvet Venier and a National HRO dial, 
Frank shows several alternate diagrams using 6AK5, 6C4 and even 955 to 
suppliment the "very well built" military sets.

These are the round metal disks which sit behind each knob on a 240-D 
and other National rigs. On my unit several of them had deep brown 
discolorations and didn't look very attractive on an otherwise sharp rig. 
Soap and water did not work, and I was shy about using anything stronger for 
fear of removing the markings. 


I decided to try something I had lying around which advertised itself 
as a 7 metal polish. This stuff is called "NOXON" and is an opaque white 
liquid. The only ingedient I know for sure is ammonia. It is a VERY strong 
solution, so watch your eyes. You have to let it sit for a minute or so, and 
then lightly rub. After a while, it will turn black. This was not the ink, 
but the result of a chemical reaction with the metal surface. Continue to rub 
after it turns color. You have to be patient and gentle. 


It worked for me, and the dial plates look great. It also seems to 
work on aluminum knob inlays, and is slowly helping with the oxidation on the 
face of my HRO-500 (very common). 


Some sensible precautions: Avoid getting it on painted surfaces, 
try it on a less visible surface first, don't use it on silver(bottle says 
SO). 


I would look for this stuff in the grocery. 
p.s. No financial incentive in Reckitt&Colman Inc. (the makers), YMMV

I need a pair of tuning knobs for an old collins transmitter. 


These are the large knobs used by Collins in 1932-5, and 
maybe until 1936. 

Typical models 30DX, 30FX, 4A, 30W, 32F, 32A, 

32B, 40B. 150B, 150C, 300BA, 300BA, 202BA, ETC 


These are 2 piece knobs. Front bakelite portion is 
attached by 3 screws to the rear flat round numbered 
dial portion. 


I don't need the rear plates, just need the front bakelite 
portion. ( the rear flat plates are 4 inches in diameter). 


The dimensions of the front bakelite portion are: 
The rear part that fits against the metal plate is 
2 5/8 inches diameter. 
The edge is 11/16 inches thick. 
The edge slopes in a straight line forward so that 
the front of the knob is about 2 1/4 inches in 
diameter. 


The edge of the knob is serrated (about 20 serrations 
per inch). 


The front of the knob has 3 concentric levels 
The first, outside ring is about 1/16 inch wide. 
The next ring inward is recessed about 1/16 
inch, and the ring is about 3/8 inch wide. 


The knob has a brass center (not visable from the 
front of the knob) for a 1/4 inch shaft.
